came here six weeks ago I could not 
understand a thing and now I can 
understand nearly all conversation 
and can carry my end of it if it does 
not come too fast. 
I am reading, 
hearing, speaking, eating, 
drinking 
and dreaming Deutsch and it would 
seem that I must make some headway 
in it. 
It is not an easy thing to go 
into a country and fall right iito the 
speech. 
It is very different from 
speaking a little at home, for the peo 
pie here do not stop to ask you what 
words you know but go on in tbeir own 
way and one must follow or get left: 
I am living in a private family who 
understand not a word of English and 
therefore it is necessary tha t 1 should 
speak in Deutsch. I imagine that you 
would die laughing if you were behind 
the door at dinner time to hear me 
talk Deutsch. 
As in America the 
Frauen in Germany like to talk and 
especially the one with whom I board 
She is a bright woman and does the 
talking for the whole family. 
Of 
course I have found a girl that likes 
to go out walking in the evenings and 
I work her for all that I am worth for 
help in the language. I think that 
have the best of it now for I find that 
I am beginning to think in Deutsch 
and therefore can get the order of the 
words much easier. 
We laugh at 
Deutschman who says, “ I am going 
the hill up,” but that is just what 
said In German. 
Am eD joying the stay here first rate 
Have never had time to get homesick 
and I guess tha t I am not subject to 
tha t disease. Our town here is very 
pretty, not quite as large as Dixon 
and the people are 
pleasant 
and 
always ready to talk to an American. 
I have scarcely met a family in town 
tha t have not a relative in America 
and I am asked every day if I am 
acquainted with so and so in Chicago. 
He is generally some one who is work­ 
ing in a brewery or a saloon, and I 
say that I do not remember having 
met him. 
The people here are very fond of 
beer and wine and all drink. 
They 
think it queer tha t I do not. 
Many 
people in America told me that I 
would drink beer when I came to Ger­ 
many but I think that I will not. 
The story that the drink in Germany 
doea not affect the people is all a fairy 


best part of Germany, and it is 300 
years 
behind the 
United States. 
They use the old primitive sickles, 
cradles, 
flails, 
wagons, oxen, 
etc. 
The people work early and late, b u t; 
an American could sleep till noon and 
then get more done than a man here. 
It is littie wondej tha t America can 
beat them at anything. 
Peering and 
McCormick have tbeir houses here, 
but I have seen only three mowers In 
the fields and no binders. 
The work 
is done by hand by the whole family, 
especially the Frau. The dealers here 
have it in for America, and say that 
every manufacturer in America is a 
swindler, a tribute to the American 
push. 
I see by the papers that the conven­ 
tions have been held. The St. Louis 
affair must have been a rich side show. 
];t sounds like the last expiring groan 
the poor old Democratic donkey. 
W. J . Bryan made two speeches. His 
mouth is somewhat of a repeater. I 
think that Parker is a good man, but 
it is shame to make a victim of him. 
much enjoyed reading the speeches 
of Black and Beveredge. That Bever- 
edge is a beaut. Am sorry tha t I can­ 
not vote tor T. R., but it would be 
only a drop in the ocean. 
I often 
think of the words of Ingereoll re­ 
garding the Democrats. 
‘‘They were 
like the old mill that bad lost its dam, 
and like it was not worth a damn.’ 
Poor old Russia is still struggling. 
Secretary Hay should write them and 
tell them that they are licked. They 
don’t seem to catch on. Love to all. 
Hope that you are all well and doing 
well. If the kids write me I will 
answer.

A person's character is inseparable 
from him. 
Never can he ex tricate 
himself from its dominion. 
It is his 
partner for life. 
Every word he ut­ 
ters, each step he takes, his very laugh, 
cough, sneeze or the way in which he 
eats his lunch gives him away . 
Noth­ 
ing that we do but serves to make us 
known to those whose perception is 
keen enough to decipher its meaning. 
Even the method of handling a door 
marks the personality of the iudivid- j 
ual. 
Let us see how many way s there are 
of opening a door. There are at least 
six of them. The door may be opened 
abruptly or it may be opened slowly , j 
It may be opened gently or promptly , 
and it may be “knocked at" for one 
of two reasons—first, because the per­ 
son about to enter the room may be 
doubtful as to the desirability of doing 
so without tapping first of all, or, sec-, 
ond, because the door won’t open un­ 
less he nearly smashes it off its hinges. 
For instance, consider the case of the 
man—oh, y es, it may be a woman for 
that m atter—who comes in without 
any ceremony whatever. 
The handle 
turns q uickly , and he stands before 
y ou almost before y ou have time to 
look up from w hat y ou are about. 
Is 
it altogether illogical or absurd to be­ 
lieve th at such an individual (so q uick 
and determined in doing a small thing 
like opening a door) should be ener­ 
getic, brusq ue, bluff, perhaps tactless, 
but nevertheless “hearty " and able to 
go about every thing he does with u 
will in right good earnest? 
Or take the opposite way of door 
opening—the cautious, slow manner 
of entering a room. 
It takes the 
person some time to turn the handle, 
and be seems to be q uite a long time 
before he appears to view. W hat will 
such a person be like? Well, a person 
who takes upward of half an hour to 
open a door will take In all probability 
( a solid y ear and a half to do any thing 
else. In other words, he will be slow, 
tardy , anx ious and much inclined to 
put off doing w hat be should do today 
j until tomorrow—or, at least, until as 
1 late today as he possibly can. 
Such a 
person 
generally 
needs 
his 
battles 
| fought for him by a forcible, spirited 
: Individual. 
The gentle, timid, q uiet soul opens 
' the door noiselessly . 
You don’t even 
I know that he or she has come Into the 


room at all. 
Their footfall is almost 
inaudible, and save for the testimony 
of y our sense of sight y ou would say 
th at noboby else was present. 
This 
person is wanting in strength of char­ 
acter, lacking in decision, so do not 
put y our faith in him too much. 
He 
will back out of diflieulties and should 
not be relied upon in any great degree. 
On the other hand, the brisk, prompt 
turn of the door handle, followed al­ 
most immediately by the opening and 
closing of the door, suggests anim a­ 
tion. resolution, alertness and depend­ 
ability in an emergency . 
Those people who bang at the door 
are uncouth, unrefined and more vig­ 
orous and well intentioned than subtle 
or discerning. 
Those, however, who 
tap gently possess feeling and are { 
sensitive and tender hearted. M irthful j 
people perform a regular tattoo on the j 
door, while sober minded Individuals 
rap seriously and deliberately . 
Some people regularly burst the door j 
open. 
If it does not y ield to gentle j 
pressure at once they throw the weight j 
of their whole person against it and j 
literally force it open. 
These ore the 
« elf willed folk, the people who have 
hot tempers, who are terrible when 
roused and who when stirred into 
action are thorough and never half 
hearted about any thing. 
Now and then we find people who 
have contracted a habit of actually 
shutting the door carefully 
behind 
them. 
They belong to the careful, at­ 
tentive. eoncentratlve, reserved class. 
Other persons bang the door to. They 
will disclose on closer Investigation an 
absolute indifference for the feelings 
of others—will be self centered and 
egotistic. 
People who only half shut the door 
never carry any thing to a finality . 
They lack completeness and will not 
take the trouble and pains to make 
their efforts successful or productive. 
They are the people who abhor detail 
and dislike close observation and will, 
therefore, never make successful stu­ 
dents of character from noting the way 
in which other people open the door. 
The foregoing hints, while not by 
any means ex haustive, will. It is be­ 
lieved, serve to put the curious upon 
the right track, and those who are suf­ 
ficiently interested may derive pleas­ 
ure and no little profit from the w arn­ 
ings which the manner in which their 
friends enter the room 'm ay In this 
way afford them .—Chicago Tribune.

cused prisoner is a woman her hair is 
shorn from her head, provided the of­ 
fense is a trivial one. If it is a serious 
one she may be turned into a room 
filled with mad cats and be scratched 
to death. 
“Persian jails are dark cellars and 
contain no furniture whatever. 
The 
government doesn't feed prisoners, this 
being left to friends of the accused. 
If he happens to have no friends be 
will starve to death. Oftentimes when 
food is brought by friends the keepers 
of the prison and the other officials ap­ 
propriate It, so the prisoners have to 
go h u n g r y .” —Sioux City Journal.

Amo ng the reaso ns giv en by Jo hn S. 
Geo rge, a life-lo ng demo crat and a 
nep hew o f the late Go v . R. P. Flo wer,
